Applicant's Arguments/Amendments filed on May 29, 2009 have been entered with amended 
Claims 1,18, and 27, and cancelled Claims 2-17, 19-26, and 28-31. Claims 1,18, and 27 are 
allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to teach, 
suggest, or render obvious either alone or in combination all of the claimed limitations. 

Specifically, the prior art fails to teach or suggest that the documents are each associated 
with at least one respective hypertext reference, said hypertext reference comprising at least one 
of a parent relationship and a child relationship and furthermore, wherein said client request to 
change said document relationship comprises said asynchronous communicator performing said 
step of communicating a dociunent model update, a lock mechanism performing said step of 
locking said selected documents and a controller performing said step of storing, for each 
document related to said document identified in said client request. 

Therefore, Claims 1,18, and 27 have been deemed allowable over the prior art.
